Newfoundland remains to this day—

ion of Canada. Several colonies of Aus- 
tralasia will be outside when the feder- 
ation there is first formed.

With Australasia compacted into a 


single government, there will^remain 
only South Africa to consolidate. The 
woblem there is made difficult by di - 
ferencc of race, but not more difficult 
than it- was in Canada.

QUESTION 
incs 


AND POX- 


Hon. Whaitoii Barker, tho Vbiladel- 


phia banker, is an unflinching advocate 
of bimetallism. Though he bad always 
been a ^Republican he could not con- 
scientiously remain with the party 
when it <5 eclared that the United States 
should maintain tha single gold btand- 
nrd until foreign nations, which are 
profiting at our expense by the de- 
monetization of silver, should consent 
to have ns coin a metal of which we 
are the greatest producer. In the 
American of the 4th instant Mr. Barker 
says of the silver question : 


"So the silver question will not dro; 


out of Amsrican politics, it will no 
drop out unless the price of wheat i 
kept np from now until 1900. Hig 
prices for wheat this year will no 
affect the Congressional elections nex 
year. It is high prices next year tha 
will alone make votes for the Eepnbl 
cans, low prices will make votes fo 
free silver. And so it will be in 190' 
If prices rule low in 1899 and 1900 me 
will not be influenced in the casting o 
their votes by the high prices for wheat 
obtainable to-day. They will attribute 
the high prices of to-day to the true 
cause, and all the false pleadings based 
on this rise of wheat by the gold mono- 
metallists to-day will return to plague 
them, be the making, not of votes for 
the gold standard, but for free silver 
coinage. So, we repeat, the rise in 
wheat has not put the silver question 
oat of American politics. It has served 
but one permanent end, namely, to 
show the inconstancy of those Demo- 
crats who took up the advocacy of bi- 
metallism last year from motives of 
political expediency, to show the peo 
pie that they cannot put faith in such 
men for leadership, cannot trust such 
men to carry out a reform that they 
advocate, not from conviction but 
merely from motives of political ex- 
pediency. 


'•The silver question will be a living 


issue in the campaigns of 1898 and 1900 
but it will not be the only issue. To 
be successfully waged those campaigns 
must be fought on broader lines, they 
must be fought for the emancipation 
of our producing classes from th 
thraldom of industrial slavery to tho 
moneyed cliques that confront them 
against the aggressions of centralized 
wealth on the rights of man, through 
whatever agencies those aggressions 
are made, and this demands that the 
battle must be waged not alone for free 
silver coinage, but equally against the 
use of our monetary system arid trans 
portalion facilities for the ends o 
monopoly. 
Monopolization 
of our 


paper currency by the banks and o 
our railroads b£ the speculative cliques 
are the two great agencies by means o 
which centralized capital seeks to 
aggrandize itself. 


"A monetary system that decrees un 


appreciating dollar and falling prices 
and a transportation system controllei 
by the cliques, so as to make th 
profits of industry dependent, no 
upon toil and application, but upon 
the will of tbe cliques, cliques who b 
the control of the railroads can confe 
unearned profits, by granting rebate 
io 
freight 
charges, and confiscate 


earned profits by exacting discrim 
nating freight charges, are the tvv 
most powerful agencies that have 
far been made to do duty for the builc 
ing up of an oligarchy of wealth on th 
earnings of the industrial classes, Bu 
tbe time is approaching when con 
tinned appreciation of the dollar wi 
not serve the ends of oligarchy. Th 
fall in prices has bankrupted debtor 
and the owners of debts, have, in man 
instances, become the owners of prop 
orty pledged as security for such debt 
And to profit, as owners of propert 
they want a cheapening of the dolla 
und a rising market upon which tbe 
can sell. But tbe sale of this propert 
would make such men creditors agai 
for the purchasers would pay in cash 
but a part of the purchase price, 
giving mortgages for the payment of 
the balance. 
And, a^ creditors, their 


interests woald lie again in an appre- 
ciating dollar 
which would enable 


them to squeeze from the new pur- 
chasers their equity in the property, 
that is the value of the purchased 
property over and above the mort- 
gages and for whbh they paid cash. 
So the aim of the speculative cliques 
is to secure a currency over which they 
can exercise control, make dear and 
cheap at will. 
And to get this sort of 


a currency they aim at the monopoli- 
zation of our currency by the banks, 
the first step to which end is the can- 
cellation of the national greenbacks 
and the substitution of bank cur- 
rency."

JOHN SUNDERLAND. 


LABOR 
OKOANIZATIONS 
SHOULD 


BE NON-POLITICAL. 


At a meeting of railway employees at 


Chicago a few days ago, tho end of 
Debs' influence with that branch of 
labor wns strongly indicated. A new 
organization will be perfected and it 
will oppose the teachings of Debs. 


While the 
new organization 
has 


shown its wisdom in opposing the 
methods of Debs, it has already indi- 
cated a lack of good judgment on the 
part of its promoters, by showing that 
its aim to a certain extent is to enter 
the field of politics and this feature 
will at once condemn it in the opinion 
of many.

WH~AT~WE OWE THE BICYCLE. 
An Authority Snr» It Came Jn»t In 


Time to Atert National Decay. 
"Women do well to ride the wheel," 


says Dr. Sayre. "It means a stronger, 
healthier race of men und women for 
the coming generation. Women were, 
going into a decline. Their nervous 
force was wearing out. That means a 
great deal, for the decay of a nation be- 
gins always with the breaking up of the 
nervous system of its women. Nor- 
dau's book on degeneration had some 
excuse, as is shown by the discussion it 
brought about. He had some strong 
points on which to base his arguments, 
but he was not thoroughly justified, 
and even if he were, the bicycle is prov- 
ing itself to be the remedy. It is giving 
women healthy diversion, teaching them 
self-control and self-reliance, and mak- 
ing them fit physically to be the mothers 
of a race of giants. 


"Perhaps the bicycle will kill corsets, 


That would be a grand victory for the 
wheel. 


"Dr. Townsead has taken, pains to 


study this bicycle question. He has re- 
ports from 18 women physicians in 
Boston, all but one of whom heartily 
recommend wheeling, especially ia 
cases of malnutrition anil chronic pel- 
vic diseases. It is a mistake to say that 
wheeling develops curved spines. It 
doesn't — that is, unless riders insist 
upon 'scorching.' The best — by which 
I mean the easiest and most graceful 
— riders are straight-backed. They have 
more power if they ride erect, 


"That is one great reason why wheel- 


ing benefits women. It makes them sit 
up straight. If they will do that con- 
sumption will be an unknown disease 
in three years. 


"No amount of preaching about dress 


lef orm has the innuence.pf the bicycle. 
Theory is good and logic is good, but 
putting a woman on a wheel and let- 
ting her go out on our smooth roads, 
where she has a freedom she has not 
thought of before, is an argument that 
is effective. 
It wins her to reform. 


She gives up corsets aud 'heavy cloth- 
ing; she dresses for work instead of 
for play; she begins to see that clothes 
may be governed by intelligence, and 
as a result she is healthy. 


"Calesthenio exercises are good, but 


they are almost always practiced in- 
doors, und indoor exercise is dull work. 
It is not the sort of exercise that entices; 
it needs an amount of effgrt and men- 
tal persistence that bicycle riding does 
not demand. 


"The need of keeping balanced makes 


wheel riding of especial \rhieto wom- 
en, for it is a demand that they control 
themselves. It also leaches self-reliance 
— something many of them need, A 
woman guiding herself ulongthe streete 
learns that she is able to take care of 
herself even if there is not a man at 
her elbow. She is surprised, probably, 
to find this out; but if she keeps at 
wheeling she will learn that she is every 
bit as strong as a man, physically as 
well as mentally. She can develop phy> 
sical powers quite equal to man's, and 
che can use it to as continuous advan- 
tage, The bicycle will prove this to her 
satisfaction and to the benefit of Ijev 
race."— N. Y. Herald, 


HEIR TO AUSTRIA'S' THRONE. 


Thonprli Dying, of Coniinmiiilon, He I 


Archduke Karl ^Ludwig, who died last 
year, and hi& mother was a daug'hter 
of "Bomba," of Naples. Thus he can 
hardly be said to have started life under 
the best of auspices. He was only eight 
years old when bis mother died, yet his 
father straightway handed him over to 
the care of the Jesuits, with strict in- 
junfctions that he should be brought up 
untainted by this wicked nineteenth 
century. 


Once his own master, a reaction set 


in, and he rushed into every kind of dis- 
sipation. Still, even in those days, his 
career compared very favorably with 
that of his brother Otto, and the people 
who have had most opportunities to 
judge maintain that he has always been 
more sinned against than sinning. He 
is by nature, they declare, both.intelli- 
gent and kindly, and his faults are the 
inevitable result of the way he wns 
brought up. He became heir to the 
throne by the tragic death of Prince 
Rudolph, and the o\d emperor at once 
took him in hand, spendingmany houis 
of every day in impressing upon him 
the responsibilities of his new station. 
Under this tutelage ho sobered down 
completely, and was fast becoming pop- 
ular with both Austrians andMagyais 
when his health failed. This necessi- 
tated an attempt to reform Otto in a 
similar way, bxit Ferdinand's recovery 
has made it unnecessary to continue 
what seemed to be an almost hopeless 
task.—N. Y, Tioies.
